Section 1. That Section 33 of Ar­ 
ticle 16, of the Constitution of the 
State of Tex as, be amended so

“Section 33. The accounting offi­ 
cers of this State shall neither draw 
nor pay a warrant upon the Treas­ 
ury in favor of any person, for sal­ 
ary or compensation as agent, offi­ 
cer or appointee, who holds at the 
same time any other office or posit­ 
ion of honor, trust or profit, under 
this State or the United States, ex ­ 
cept as prescribed in this Constitu­ 
tion. Provided, that this restriction 
as to the drawing and pay ing

not apply to officers of the National
